RE THEY TO BE STAMPED? 


According to a decision given 
by Mr R. E. Lindsell in a case 
svhere three Chinese shops were 
summoned for failing | to affix 
stamps to cash-recelpts, sale-notes 
for goods sold over the counter 
come within the category. of being 
actial receipts when characters 
such as “sau (the Chinese mean- 
ing of receipt) are added thereon. 
Otherwise his Worship concurred 
with the Crown Solicitor, Mr. 
H. K, Holmes, that these sale- 
notes are not liable ‘to be ‘stamp- 
ed. | 

The defendants. concerned were 
threa dealers in electrical goods 
who were represented by Mr:
